Sally Lunn.—Beat two eggs, white* 
and yolks separately, add one cupful 
of sugar, two tablespoonful* of soft­ 
ened butter, and when well mixed udd 
one cupful of milk, two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder.

a sheet or cut into biscuits. 
The Biscuit.—Take a pint of bread 
sponge which has been mixed with 
some milk, or udd a half cupful of 
warm milk, a beaten egg and table- 
apoonfuls of soft butter.

York, «aid that the Pribilof Islanders 
b id never lived in snow huts, but In 
wood»*n huts, and th at farther north, 
where the natives do live In snow 
houses, it would be next to impossible 
to convert them to any other dwell­ 
ing.

The Wisconsin State Historical so­ 
ciety is preparing a history of the 
Mormons who settled In and around 
the state during tbe middle of the 
nineteenth century.

Kauvoo, just above Keokuk. 
After the death of Joseph Smith, 
leader of the Mormons, In 1844, one 
of the claim ants to the succession was 
Jam es J. Strang of Burlington, Wls., 
who was converted to Monnonlsm In 
1843 by missionaries who came to Bur­ 
lington. 
Strang soon gained a strong 
following and established a holy city 
at Voree, w here his followers made 
their ht-adquarters, sent out mission­ 
aries and became successful rivals to 
th** 
Brigham 
Young 
movement 
In 
Utah. 
About 1849 Strang moved his follow­ 
ers to Beaver Island in Luke Michigan, 
where he built a new sacred city, and 
had his headquarters from 1849 to 
1856. 
The city of St. Jam es was the 
most Important between Detroit and 
Milwaukee. 
Strang met death at the 
hands of two of his followers. 
He left 
no successor, and the Gentiles, profit­ 
ing by the confusion, descended on his 
domain and looted It. The inhabitants 
were forced to leave with such of their 
lK)ssesslons as they could carry, and 
were deported by boat to Chicago and 
Milwaukee. 
The church built up by 
Strung was thus destroyed. 
It Is esti­ 
mated that of this branch of the Mor­ 
mons less than two hundred now re­ 
main.

Some very significant figures have 
been given out by the Comptroller of 
the Currency with regard to the na­ 
tional hanks of the United States, says 
the St. Louis (»lobe Democrat lu loi 
editorial columns. March l.r>th. 
During the past six years their re­ 
sources have Increased $11,415,020.000# 
being 100 i**r cent. This is a greater 
increase than they made during the 
entire previous 51 years of their ex­ 
istence, continues the Globe. 
Those who can carry their minds hack 
to the j*eriod embracing the first 20 
years after the establishment of the 
national banks during the Civil W ar 
and remember the intense, the almost 
fanatical, opposition to them, and the 
prophecies that they would ruin the 
country, can now understand what a 
triumph of far sighted statesm anship 
their establishment wag. They carried 
us through the reconstruction |>eriod 
after the war, when, had we con-s 
tinned the system of unregulated statt*“ 
banks previously existing, wildcattlng 
would have wrecked our whole finan­ 
cial system. 
They also carried us 
through the period of resumption of 
specie payments, when the greenback 
dollar was made equal In value to rne 
gold dollar by the promise of the gov­ 
ernment to exchange it gold dollar for 
It on demand, which promise was 
claimed but s«Khim, because of the 
confidence 
the 
people 
had in 
the 
financial stability of the government. 
Yet those who passed through those 
resumption days and remember the 
wild ravings of the greenbackers can 
best appreciate what 
the 
national 
banks did 
for 
the 
country. 
They 
placed bunking on n solid foundation. 
They upheld the credit of the country. 
Tl*ey financed the government. 
They 
restored confidence in hanks, badly 
shattered by the multitude of failures 
in the unregulated state hanks of the 
period preceding the w ar and up to 
the time necessary w ar financing led 
to the prohibition of issuance of bills 
by such institutions. 
In spite of all this, however, the 
banking system of the United States 
was not satisfactory. 
There was no 
way in which the financial power of 
the country could he co-ordinated and 
massed for national purposes. Bunks 
were competing instead of pulling to­ 
gether. 
For years this weakness was 
recognized and efforts made to over­ 
come it. 
During President Taft's ad­ 
ministration decisive steps were taken 
to frame a banking system for the 
country which would assemble the 
banking resources in co-operutlon and 
make available for industrial and com­ 
mercial use through tan k loans the 
credit of individuals based upon their 
activities. 
This resulted in the framing of the 
act establishing the Federal Reserve 
Bank System, with its regional and 
subordinate banks, which became u law 
early in President Wilson’s adminis­ 
tration. This brought together the re­ 
sources of all the national hanks and 
of such other banks as allied them­ 
selves with it and provided the means 
for expansion of currency circulation 
whenever needed, based upon the in­ 
dividual credit of citizens thus as­ 
sembled in the banks instead of upon 
the credit of the government itself. 
This system had scat cel y been well 
established when th** hurricane of war 
burst upon the world, and because of it 
the United States weathered the storm 
without timincial panic or wreckage. 
The result has; been a> given above, 
an increase of KiO per cent in national 
bank resources during a period of but 
six years. 
This is not a creation of 
new wealth entirely, but an assembling 
of the savings of the people in more 
tangible and usable form. Great sav­ 
ings were rnude to buy bonds and 
gnance the war, and these show in the 
bank resources largely. 
Great invest­ 
ments were made in new industries 
and enterprises, and these also are 
shown In the condition of tin* banks. 
We are u great nation of more than 
100,000,000 of people, and when we 
turn eu masse to economy and saving, 
as we did during the war, it takes but 
a few dollars each to make a tre­ 
mendous whole. 
During the lust year 
this addition to the resources of the 
national banks only wus $2.670,000,000, 
making u total of $22,711 375,000. 
If 
we were to add to this the resources 
of the stute bunks, the savings bank« 
and the trust companies, now rendered 
secure by state supervision, which In 
total considerably exceeds those of the 
national banks, we would have a grand 
total of banking resources exceeding 
$50,000,000.000, more than twice our, 
war debt and one-quarter of the war 
debt of the entire world. 


The official figures on the sales of 
W ar Havings Stamps in Missouri post 
offices for the month of February, as 
announced by Colin M. Helpii, post­ 
m aster of St. Louis, Is most gratifying 
to officials of tl»e Savings Division of 
the Treasury Department.

Abandoned, dilapidated and rapidly 
falling Into decay, Clement'« hotel at 
West Gorham has been razed and the 
valuable lumber carted off by the pur 
chaser, Arthur Richardson, to Gor- 
ham. 
No more will the Weather­ 
beaten gray structure, Its windows 
rnttilng In the wind and with much 
glass missing, two of Its great pillars 
leaning against the front wall and 
the two remaining but partially sup 
porting the sagging porch, be a fa­ 
miliar object to residents accustomed 
to travel the road frequently or a 
structure to arouse more than ordi­ 
nary curiosity in the stranger tourist 
Its hospitable interior was appreciated 
by the traveling public nearly 100 
yenrs, and It withstood the ravages of 
time and the elements more than 100 
years. 
Wreckers found It« timbers 
solid, wide boards of pumpkin pine, 
sound and dry as a n u t and the Inte­ 
rior finish of a quality difficult to du­ 
plicate in thene later days. 
It was a 
grand old-time hotel, the sort that Is 
not often found Intact in Maine, and 
the Interior of that house was un­ 
changed the last fifty-odd years It 
stood. 
There was another hotel at 
the Corner, iong since destroyed by 
fire; three prospered at one time at 
Standlsh Corner, one now used by 
transients and one still standing is a 
private residence. 
The Chadbourne 
house, which was on another stage 
route at the foot of Sehage lake, 
burned late last fell. 
Here and there 
In the hack towns may be seen a ram­ 
bling structure, spacious, old and gray, 
that was a hotel before the railroad 
ended the stage-coach method of lo­ 
comotion. 
They are fyw, and yearly 
one by one they fall, are burned or 
torn down, 
Clement’s hoted at West 
Gorham Is a sample. It will be missed 
because It was a strong connecting link 
between the pust and the present, so 
rapidly diverging in fonu and tradi­ 
tion.—Lewiston Journal.

¡margin of profit.” says Senator Cap 
per. 
By “ margin of profit" he does 
¡not mean profit on. the turnover, the 
¡percentage of gain per unit of output, 
figured on the present 
high coat of 
m aterials and wages. 
He means the 
margin of profit on investment. 
Apparently he sees no reason why 


a manufacturer who 
was 
satisfied 
with a profit of 50 cents on a pair of 
I shoes before the war should now in- 
ist on having a profit of $1 a pair 
imply because of the greater 
Cost 
lto him. 
He would insist that fid cents 
over the new costs, including taxes 
and interest on the additional capital 
actually required, ought to suffice. 
If Mr. Capper is wrong, the basis 
I he rejects as a proper one for comput­ 
ing profits is giving results likely U, 
¡cause vast inconvenience in the fu ­ 
ture. 
Profits on turnover, figured on 
¡an output that has greatly increased 
¡not only in volume but in value, oWing 
to high prices, results in a rate 
of 
profit so enormous on investment that 
¡stock dividends are issued which 
in­ 
crease vastly the permanent capital­ 
ization. 
It is easy to pay dividends 
on these increases now, but will it be 
as easy after normal times are ap­ 
proximated? 
Mr. Capper gives a list 
of 24 corporations which have issued 
stock dividends amounting to from 20 
to 300 per cent of their former cap­ 
italization and

The magnitude of this pir­ 
acy is indicated by applying sugar 
ratios to other things. 
The wholesale price of sugar 
in 
the St. lA>uis market is now 30 cents, 
which means from 32 to 35 at retail 
within a short time, or about seven 
times the 20 or 22 pounds for $1 
at 
which sugar could be bought before 
the war. 
Under larcenous profiteer­ 
ing equally 
unrestrained, 
the shoes 
that cost $7 a pair before the war 
would now cost $49; the suit that for­ 
merly coat $50 would now cost $350;

The factory

Brown Shoe 
Company at Moberly ran *hi»rt

supplies ami was forced to lay off 40 
workmen. 
An announcement by the 
manager said that unless the situa 
tion was relieved very soon, it would 
hi 
necessary to shut down entirely 
and thrown 450 men out of work. The 
city’s shortened food supply dwindled 
rapidly and at the railroad yards 1 I 
train crews composed of loyal em­ 
ployes were without 
work 
because 
trains could not he moved. 
Actual hunger faced the 000 youth 
confined in the State Reform School 
at Boonville. 
The Boonville Advertis­ 
er reported that for several days the 
school had been without 
any meat 
whatever to feed these boys, as it 
was impossible to obtain meat from 
the usual Kansas City markets. 
The 
only supply available at the institu- » 
tion was potatoes, beans and other j 
vegetables 
Raised 
on 
the 
school’s 1 
farm, in addition to bread. 
Live stock shippers 
of 
boonville 
were unable to move their purchase to 
murket and at one time more than 20U 
head of hogs and a large number of 
cattle were tide up In the pens, at a 
great expense to the owners. 
Kggs 
fell to a very low price. 
Under the heading 
“ Famine Stalks 
About Gates of the City,” the Poplar 
Bluff American related details of the 
situation in that city. 
It is reported 
the supply of a number of staples 
completely exhausted and the indica­ 
tions were that a number of others 
would run out soon. 
Persons who de­ 
pended upon the 
grocers 
for their 
food supply found themselves living 
on restricted diets. 
The power plants 
in the city also were short of coal 
and there was danger of a complete 
suspension of all industries which de­ 
pended on electric current for opera­ 
tion. 
At Lebanon no coal was to in* had 
from dealers and many users had i<> 
resort to wood. The poultry business 
came to a complete standstill. 
All 
produce houses stopped buying egg 
und poultry because they were unable 
to ship the large quantities on hand. 
Eight carloads of eggs were tied up 
in the warehouses and three cars of 
poultry. 
Many articles of food also 
were rapidly disappearing from the 
markets. 
Concerning the situation at Marsh 
field, the Marshfield Mail said: 
“The 
strike of certain portions of railroad 
employes is being felt here to sonic 
extent and if thet strike is not setf,e ’ 
roon will he the cause of considerable 
trouble in marketing 
products and 
■also in getting freight and expre 
hipments incoming. 
Gasoline is not 
the least trouble in the shortage. As 
this is quiet a dairy center much feed 
is shipped in here and we understand 
thut the supply is becoming limited. 
This also 
causes 
high prices. 
It 
would be 
well if the 
Government 
would take hold of the matter, tying 
noose around the necks of those 
who are hound to try to starve every 
body, their families and them- !\«*s. 
At 
Piedmont 
many supplies, in- 
luding print 
paper 
for the 
local 
newspaper, had t« 
E»e shipped in * y 
parcel post. 
The farmer 
also made 
use of the parcel post in an effort * » 
market their eggs without loss. 
In 
one day 1000 dozen were shipped this 
way. 
Many employes of the railroad 
ruondhouse there were out of work 
because of the suspension of freight 
movements. 
Between three and four carloads of 
eggs were accumulated at MourM.n 
Grove awaiting shipment. 
With such 
heavy quantities on hand the buyers 
were unwilling to take more and the 
market was destroyed. 
Missouri as a whole suffered great- 
ei inconvenience and actual loss from 
this strike than from any other in 
dustrial trouble. 
A strong feeling has 
developed that all strikes in essential 
industries and public service indus 
tries should be outlawed 
From many 
quarters the public is demanding the 
enactment by Congress of a law that 
will prevent another such strike.

OPENING SILO FOR FEEDING 
HOLY CITY NOW FORGOTTEN 


The movements to modernize the 
E * i mo by providing him with con­ 
crete huts In place of bis picturesque 
snow Igloos, as suggest**d by an offi­ 
cial of the United States bureau of 
fisheries, would be the death of the 
denizens of the Icy North, In the opin­ 
ion of Vllhjalmur Stefansson, the arc­ 
tic explorer. 
Not only Is the Eskimo 
devoted to his age-long habitation, as 
the South sea Islanders are to their 
traditional garb of flower garlands and 
fresh «¡miles, but he is fur healthier, 
warmer and more comfortable In his 
domed mansion of snow blocks than 
be could be In any modern house of 
concrete. 
The statement that the natives of 
the Pribllof Islands were about to dis­ 
card their snow huts for modern con­ 
crete huts, finding the g a le s of the 
Bering sea too strong for the former, 
upon which the story of the Intended 
change of Eskimo habits was based, 
Mr. Stefansson characterized as too 
silly for discussion. The explorer, talk­ 
ing at his h e a d q u a r te r s at the National 
Geographical society building at New 
York, said that the Prlbllof islanders 
had never lived In snow huts, but In 
wooden huts, and that farther north, 
where the natives do live In snow 
bosses, It would be next to impossible 
to convert them to any other dwell­ 


i n g . 
'Their Igloo serves as a home for 
two or three weeks,” he said. 
“Then 
they build a new* owe. 
Because It Is 
new It Is clean and sanitary. 
It Is as 
warm end comfortable as your library. 
A candle gives as much illumination 
as three electric lights, because of the 
intense whiteness of the snow. 
The 
snow house will stand under any condi­ 
tions.

Strung soon gained a strong 
following and established a holy city 
at Voree, where his followers mude 
their h*-udquarters, sent out mission­ 
aries and became successful rivals to 
the 
Brigham 
Young 
movement 
in 
Utah. 
About 1849 Strang moved his follow­ 
ers to Beaver Island In Luke Michigan, 
where he built a new sucred city, and 
had his heudquart»*rs from 1849 to 
1850. 
The city of St. James was the 
most Important between Detroit and 
Milwaukee. 
Strang met death at the 
hands of two of his followers. He left 
no successor, and the Gentiles, profit­ 
ing by the confusion, descended on his 
domain und looted It. The inhabitants 
w ere forced to leave with such of their 
IKissesslons as they could carry, and 
were deported by boat to Chicago and 
Milwaukee. 
The church built up by 
Strung was thus destroyed. 
It Is esti­ 
mated that of this branch of th*» Mor­ 
mons less than two hundred now re­ 
main. 


Anti-Aircraft Fire Control. 
The army officer assigned to the 
anti-aircraft artillery has hitherto been 
regarded by his comrades of the line 
as a mathematical prodigy, with head 
full of figures, formulas, and mystic 
symbols.
